A ear»*ful survey of the cuiiilitioiis that existed, 
sIhiws tia-re wen* tr<sMl croiiiids for the elaimants. 
for in tweiit.v-five rae<*s out of tlie eiiule. fift«*eii, 
or tl’.ree- fifths of them, were won hy horses that 
startl'd from either the first, second, third or fourtii 
IMisition. Tlie reniainiiiK ten winners varunl ls*tweeu 
the fiftli and twentieth imsitioiis. for on more than 
one iN-r-asiou then* were twenty starters In the 
Aqueduct ra<*«‘s, the average lM*ing rouslily esti- 
niat<*<l at sixt<*«*n. 

Investigation shows almost coiielusiv<*ly that 
horses, unless €*xtn*mely fast lH*giniiers. have their 
ehanet's of winning iiiateriall.v niininiiz<‘d if tli(*.v 
«Ks*upy aiy {Hisition at the start further out than 
fifth. Tliese <*ouditiuns an* no doubt broiiglit about 
liy the formation of the track, which has an elliow 
alsiut an eightli from tlie start and a hors** next to 
tl«* rail has «|uite an advantage over those which 
litiv** to make a d<*toiir lN*fore arriving at the elbow. 

It must In* :idmitt(*d, however, that a fast be- 
ginner fnini an outside i>osition can make a <lash 
for tin* ellniw ami lose little gniiiiid b.v so doing, 
but slow ln*ginn**rs an* iiraetically out of conten- 
tion lH*fore the elliow is n*a<-hed. 

Kemetlies hav** lns*ii sugg<*st*sl, one of whi**h 
s**enis practi«*abl<*. That is to plac** the outsiile jn>st 
of tin* liarrier mon* forward so that the lin<* fnun 
tin* outside ]nisitioii to the ellniw would be e*|iial 
in imint of *listan**«* to tin* inner rail- 
Tin* suggestion may In* consi*len*d by I'resldent 
bln*vlin Ijefon* the tqn-niiig of the fall m**eting. 
Tliat the jnjst |K>sitious in the chute rai*e 8 were a 
gr«*at factor in tin* results was well known to most 
of tin* smart rid**rs. wlio invariabl.v tri**d to edge* 
tln*ir mounts to tin* iiisi*le while Starter Cassid.v 
was g(*ttiug the fields lined up. Sometim«*s th«*y 
Mie*-*s*«ltHl, and it niat<*riully aidi*d their imsitious 
at the finish of the race. 

NOEKAL AT OTHEE POINTS. 

The t**inditious at other induts of the track were 
mon* normal at the starting paint. Out of sixty- 
**iglit ra**es run from «lifferent iniints where tlu* 
start was iiiatle <m the backstretch, about oue-third 
of th<*m. or twenty-four in uiimlier, wen* won by 
horst*s that start**d from the sixth inisition or fur- 
tlnr «>ut than the sixth inisition. The reniaiiiiiig 
forty- four winners start**d fnmi one of the first five 
|Hist iKisitions. This indicates tliat a rail position 
is more pref**rable, even in ra«*s oilier than out of 
the chute, tlioiigli tliere an* tim**s wli(*u an outside 
position is d«*sire*l by liors**men in cases of slow bt*- 
giuuers, which are more liable to meet iuterfen*nce 
than if thes* were on the outside.

The cans** of tin* im'r<*ased iiumlicr of winners 
starting fnaii the first four itosilions is due to the 
fa**t there -were many rae**s in which the fields were 
small at times, there ls*ing but three and four 
starters in some of the races. This brings *ait the 
fact that more than fift.v iH*r <eiit of the winners 
;;t Iti*lmont Park start**d within the fifth itost 
position, whi<*h makes the result hsik abnormal. 
This would not have lM‘**n the* case hud the fields 
lK***n as large as they were at Aque<lu«*t. 

Ther** w**re twenty-seven of the ninet.v-two races 
ran «n the flat at Itelmont Park with six liors<*s or 
l„os name*l as starters. This explains the extra- 
ordinarily large per**entage of winners coming from 
tlie inshie iMisitions. Had the conditions in this 
i.-sjject been m*ire normal, there is little question 
tiiat the average would have been decidedly more 
uniform.

In tlie second rat*e at Empire City, Saturday, 
Brjne, on Banlrj*, (jne of James Butler’s 
horses, attempted to creep into a rail imsition. He 
was caught in the act, sent back to his prescrib**d 
lK>st position au*l given a ten days’ suspension by the 
starter. Tliis is the sort of discipline that will have 
a b**n**ficial eff**ct on other j«K*keys. 

Through an error the Laui***l dates were reiiorted 
scheduled from October 1 to October 30, instead of 
Octob**r 31. 

Lieut. C. C. Cook, the famous photographer, who 
has pro*luc**d photographs of falling horses and 
riders in all sorts of acrobatic iKisithms, was a 
visitor at Emxiire City on the oimning day.

Freiieh airphim-s played great haviie in the Ger- 
naii ranks while the hridges were under constnio- 
ion. One homhing squadron, flying at a height of

vere broken and the soldiers thrown in the river.

FIRST DAY FAVORABLE TO ALLIES 

“The first day of the present German nffeiisive

ifficial statement issued bite Monday night. “The

fected and is still intact.” 

“While in previous attacks.” tin- statement says, 
“the enem.v, thanks to siinirise, carried iiii|M>rtaiit 
Misitions like the Cheniin-des-Dames and advam-eil 
a-veral miles, tills time the h:\ttl-- has entailed only 
riiietii.-itions of a few hiindn-d yards. 

“The failiin- of the enemy appears all the more 
striking if the infinitesimal results Ih- obtained b<- 
•omii.ared with the important advantage which he 
Miought he was going to attain. Onl-'rs found on 
iirisoners show that the troo|is of the crown prinee 
.vere to have camped at Eix-rnay on the night of 
-'nl.v 1.5, at Uhaloiis on the Kith and at Saziinnc 
■twenty-six miles south of the Marne) on the 17th. 

“The impi-rial general staff left no stone un- 
turned to gain a decisive success, and thirty to 
tliirty-five divisions had l)e«-n put into the line, 
riiat is alMiut one division to two miles. 

“Tlie enemy’s loss«-s were considerable. One sliook 
livision. which, according to plan, was to have Imh-u 
• elieved the evening of tlie 15tli, )md to lie sent 
to the rear to la- patclied up on tlie morning of tlie 
15th. East of Rheims hundreds of Germans dead 
lang on the French wire. 

“To sum up. tlie first day’s operations wen- per- 
icctly satisfactory. Tlie enemy n«-ither siirprisml 
mr eommaml as to the date nor as to the place of 
lis offen.sive.”

Ceaseless Toil and Vigilance Keqnired in Condition* 
ing the Thoroughbred. 



“Every dny hns its individual excitement for the 
raeinc stable, its item of vitiil importance to the 
••ompaet world of the tnrf,” says W. P. Pond, writ- 
ing for the Outlook. Every day one or more im- 
IM>rt:uit and valuable stakes are decided, and the 
stable has a representative nominated in most of 
them. The less important races take care of them- 
wlves along lower and less exciting lines. Thus 
with each day comes its one potent event. 

At four o’clock in the early morning the stable 
day may be said to dawn. Tlie night watcliman 
gives tlie horses their first feed, according to 
din-etions from the trainer over-night. Three 
<iuarts of oats each to all animals not due for hard 
work that morning, the horses to be tried out only 
ixsviving a bare one quart of oats, so that the 
stmnaeh may be refreshed, but not satiated. 

Tills f<K»d is placed in a “feed box,” which fits 
ir.to the manger, or stands by itself, as desired, 
ixmiitting n^moval for inspection after the meal, 
as well as for scrupulous cleansing and airing. No 
dish or plate in the human house is given more 
attention, if so much. At half-past four the cook 
and the employes are called, and they come tumb- 
ling out of the quarters like so many bears from a 
den, and without an order start their individual 
tasks. There ar*‘ no dullards round a raeing stable 
wh<‘re life is the life of an athlete in perfect trim. 
Home go to tlie harness room for brushes, cloths, 
etc., others for water, etc., gathering the items 
Ilf t*de<l during tlie morning’s work. Each individu.il 
knows his task, and sets aliout it without delay . 
badfilf's. briflles and all straps are duly inspected 
lor weak sjiots, and for cleanliness and suppleness; 
girths are hsiked at to insure their laying flat 
and comfortable, for a horse must lie comfortable 
in his trim as a man in his clothes and shoes if 
gieat work is to be accomplished. At a call the 
help files off to breakfast as the horses are finish- 
ing theirs. 

ETiaUETTE OF STABLE’S “EATING BOOM.” 

The eating room is a partition from the kitchen. 
aiKl in most stables there are two tables, one for 
the wliite help and one for the colored, this being 
the only “c-olor line” drawn in the stable democ- 
racy. If the owner, or friends, come to breakfast, 
as is fre<iuently the case, they sit at the “white” 
table and enjoy a typically goo<l meal, with many 
n<»velties, (listing from a maximum of six dollars 
anil fifty cents per head iier wi*ek to not less than 
thn-e dollars, 'riie fwd and the cooking is dis- 
tinctly goofl. OiH-n air and plenty of rugged sys- 
tematic exercise, good hours, sound sleep and diges- 
tion, linketl to a practiital abst*nc<* of bad habits 
and vices, make stujiendous amounts of food liter- 
ally nult away. 

At five o'clock, or even a trifle earlier, breakfast 
is suiqMised to be over. Either tlie trainer arrived 
for breakfast, or he is now on the sceue, and his 
first priK’eeding is to walk slowly, with observant 
eyes, past every stall door, in front of which is its 
individual feed box, tilted on edge that at a glance 
he may see if the horse has “cleaned” it, hungrily, 
or desultorily, or if “off his feed.” and needs at- 
tention without delay. This may be termed taking 
the pulse of his charges, and is a most imisirtant 
item. The horse that eats well and looks well, as 
a rule works well, and will stand much more racing 
than the light, finicky feeder. The great Sysonby 
had an api«-tite like a school lad, and so soon as 
he woke simply shouted for his feed. Mares are 
usually less eager than horses at their box and one 
1 have known within a comparatively short time 
had to lie fed almost oat by oat from her trainer’s 
hand for several days before the race. Otherwise 
she could not Is? coaxed to eat. Medical attention 
vould have thrown her off form. As a rule, being 
off feed means first aid remedies, lighter exercise 
for a day or two, and close attention if the indis- 
Ifosition does not prove transient, in which case 
exiiert veterinary aid is at once obtained. Happy 
tlie trainer whose feed boxes are emptied, and i>ol- 
ished each day. He knows it is the battle half won. 

EXERCISE WORK BEGINS. 

Ity this time the first “set” of horses, generally 
six, have lieen saddleil, bridled and, with exercise 
bfiys in the saddle, led from the stable to the ad- 
jacent track, safely placed within its confining 
raiicd course bcfori* their heads are thrown Iimisc 
to the exercising bridle. A runaway around stables 
is much more liable to injure itself than a runaway 
on the i-ourse pro|R-r, hence this cure. Before ten 
minutes elapse the set is at work, the actual hour 
varies with the light, which must be good. In 
Slay it is ulsiut «;1."), in August round 5 o’clock. 
The horses make tiie circuit <if the . track at a 
sharp trot, with the boys carefully “holding them 
together,” a light, firm tension on the bit, which 
makes the animal “ke<-p his legs under him” in 
IsTfect jMiise to the balancing center beam of the 
human body in tlie saddle. There is no easy chair, 
slouching seat iiermittcd on a race horse, wliieh 
must be uniutermittently reminded that race life 
is real and earnest. There is no larking on the 
track. The trot extemls to a mile or a mile and a 
half, according to the elliptic of the individual 
course. Just sufficient to set the blood circulating, j 
to swei'Ii away the bruin cobwelis, and to loo.sen any 
slight stiffness from a constrained iKisition in sleep- 
ing, ete-., just as a human being disperses similar 
muscular kinks by stretching. 

The trainer is somewhere near the judge’s stand, 
or seated in the grandstand near that iKiint, watch- 
ing every move of his charges, how they handle 
tlicmselves, the vim. or the lack of it. As they 
jiass him at the completion of the round, he sends 
them oft' at a slow well-in-hand canter, which 
eventually breaks into a run through the stretch 
whert* the trainer stands, now on the track. The 
horses are lined in a r<iw facing him, and, as 
saildles and bridles arc taken off, he gives each 
animal idose examination, noting the heave of the 
flanks, the evidences of distress, the obvious desire 
for more ami the way each has Is-en affected by the 
warming-up exercises. EsiH-cially does he note 
the condition of the horse wliich has lieen off its 
fis‘d, or one which is “rounding to,” or ajiproach- 
ing top-notch condition for a race. 

READT FOR SPEED TRIALS. 

The hor-?es are now widl rubbed ilown. Their eyes, 
nostrils ami mouths sisingeil out with a profuse 
Mi|»ply of water, and scrupulously clean and sweet 
siiougcs. Their feet are insjiected for cakes of dirt, 
etc., and within ten minutes the saddles are re- 
placed, the more exiierieuced bo.vs placed u|ion the 
horses most advanci?d toward condition, the stable’s 
jiK-keys are probably placeil on the cracks, and they 

tart in pair.s, each uniler siiecial directions from 
tlie trainer, as to distance to tie covered, and speed 
the various furlong divisions are to be run. 

This means that the individual horses jog to a 
certain isiint, are then taken along at a siiecified 
rate of sisssl. and at another sis'cifieil place are 
iirgiRl to nearl.v top sjs-eil. or to actual top siss-d, 

: s directed, and brought bach to the trainer, who is 
standing watch in hand. For instance, he will say: 
“Bob,” take the colt to the three-quarter [lost, break 
him and take him four furlongs in about sixteen, 
then breese him home through the stretch.” This 



moans the boy is to go jogging to the post making 
six furlongs from the judge’s stand, start as if in 
a race, cover the four furlongs, approximately, in 
eighteen seconds for the first, sixteen for the sec- 
ond, fifteen for the third, fourteen for the fourth 
and fifth, anil the final furlong according to the 
cap:icity and condition of the horse. The bo.v will 
never force the horse. If he labors or falters (un- 
less under sp<*clfie directions), the “breeze” will be 
a very mild one. The above is a high-class “work.” 

The boy must be a good judge of pace to do this. 
Sloan, at his liest, was a marvel. He could take 
a horse any given distance, at any given speed, 
scarcely varying the one-fifth fraction of a second. 
Not only is this faculty very imiHirtaut in training, 
but it is of inestimable value in a race, insuring 
even exertion at a high rate of speed, with the 
final spurt always in reserve. Without such knowl- 
edge of pace, a boy told b.v his trainer to “wait 
until he reached the stretch,” might find a much 
slower pace than the trainer had expected when 
the directions are given. A good rider would then 
go out and make his own pace strictly within the 
limits of his mount, letting others pass him if they 
cared to do so, but holding the even tenor of way 
at which his mount would do his best work, and 
still have the final spurt in reserve when called 
for. It is by the obvious lack of expert knowledge 
in this detail, and the equally obvious lack of 
practical execution by our modern riders — as dis- 
tinguished from jockeys — that numberless races, 
which should be won, are thrown away. This fre- 
quently causes the “reversals of form” we hear 
so much about, and which so many race-goers do 
not apiiear to understand. 

During this period of work the vigilance of the 
trainer is unceasing. Having given the necessary 
orders, watch in hand, he stands seeing they are 
executed to the very letter as he desires. He notes 
how each horse “breaks,” how it moves, how it 
rcsjionds under the continuous calls for increased 
Sliced, and what the condition when brought back 
to him. He notes how the Individual rider has 
handled his mount. With what time and other 
accuracy he has carried out instructions. That 
there has been no larking, no racing one horse 
against the other, for, after all, exercise boys are 
only children, and will lapse unless under strong 
and constant supervision. Cliumminess between a 
fast horse and a slower horse must be avoided, 
otherwise in a race the fast horse is liable to wait 
for his slower mate, as in practice spins. Horses 
inclined to “run out,” or “go wide” in the turns 
(thus losing valuable ground in a race), have an- 
other horse placed on the outside to keep them in 
on the rail, and a score of other things which 
must all be watcheil and looked after. The small 
things count in racing, as in life. 

The trainer must know and note which horse runs 
his best, esiiecially where two-year-olds are making 
their first start, or are just developing Into real 
usefulness and value. Those passing the equine 
Rubicon into the tlirec-year-old division must be 
watched to see if the two-year-old measure of ex- 
cellence is sustained, diminished, or improved, when 
the corresponding change from youth to manhood 
takes place in their_ iierformances. A good two- 
year-old may not live up to form as a three-year- 
old, or he may surpass it. All of which the trainer 
learns by close and ceaseless observation, in these 
(arly mornings at the race track. How frequently 
do we find a horse coming out, winning at long 
odds, running a brilliant race, with the trainer 
absolutely astounded at the suddenly displayed 
quality in an animal which has been under his 
bauds for months past. 

CLEANING AND COOLING OUT PROCESS. 

The work over, the horses trot to the stable, sad- 
dles are removed and the animals actually sham- 
lH>oed. They are wetted, and then covered with a 
soap solution, well rubbed in (the way of the 
hair), then sluiced off, scraped with a curious bent 
piece of wood, and hand rubbed until their coats are 
dry, shining and gleaming in the sunlight, the blood 
dancing close to the surface, making each animal 
glad to lie alive. Then, in most cases, the horse 
goes to the sand bath, which is the joy of his 
existence. Here he rolls, wriggles, hunches along, 
squirming the sand under every hair on back, sides 
and legs, finally getting uii to look like a miller. 
The sand is lightl.v brushed off and each animal 
coveix'd with a light sheet, known as a “lindsey,” 
to lie led around at a walk until thoroughly cool, 
generally in about an hour, but walked until cool, 
no matter how long. 

When absolutely co<il the horses are taken to their 
individual stalls or lioxes, where they find a clean, 
cool, new la-d awaiting them, and, after their coats 
have lK‘eii again well smoothed down, they are left 
to rest as they please. Meanwhile, the second and 
other sets have been to the track, put through 
a similar curriculum, and returned to their stalls. 
Finally, the trainer conies along, makes necessary 
observations, gives final morning orders, and goes 
home to a second breakfast, or to rest. 

The stable hands are busy cleaning and cooling 
saddles, girths, bridles, bits and airing blankets, 
for nothing may be dirty or scamiied in a training 
stable, and the assistant foreman, or trainer, moves 
from place to place with an eye to everything. As 
a rule, here is where quaint songs and choruses are 
softly chanted, generally of local coniiKisition, the 
idea being to ease and facilitate the work, to grt it 
over, and also to soothe the tired horses to rest; 
which certainly seems to be the case. Some stand 
half somnolently at the half door, others doze head 
to the wall and others lie down. 

NO UNNECESSARY NOISE AROUND STABLE. 

Early in the afternoon all work is ended, and the 
half dcMirs are quietly closed. There is no unneces- 
sary noise around a stable, the horses have a chance 
to sleep, and these are the hours when not even for 
tlie owner will a trainer permit his charges to be 
disturtied. Regularity of food, water, exercise and 
rest are the prime essentials of success. About five 
o’clock the half doors are again opened: in some 
stables the horses get walking exercise for half an 
hour; in others this is not done. The evening feed 
is given, the lioxes again iusiH-cted, the stalls 
cleaned out, Wds clianged, medicated sawdust 
smelling of pine buds thrown in, legs and feet 
closely examined for swelling, or the lightest heat. 
The hoofs are packed with peat moss, or with 
I’otoniac clay steeiied for hours, molded into the 
foot and tied in with a cloth, keeping the foot 
moist and cool, and tliis ends the day. The varia- 
tion in diffennit stables is very slight. 

.V completed whole tells very little of the in- 
tricacies of production. One sees a soul-stirring 
contest licwteen iuiiierial thoroughbreds, a grand 
siaictaele, but as to be the mechanism producing 
it very little is known by tlie layman. 

After carefully selecting his horses when young, 
or when advanced iierfonners, the trainer’s work 
and trouble are only foreshadowed. Starting in 
February, according to weather, and location of 
stable (around New York or in the South), it takes 
three months’ careful development to bring a horse 
into condition, his individual “flesh” jtt the start 
determining the time. Not alone the flesh on his 
Ismes, but the fat around the intestines, which 
cannot be hurried away. Having achieved condi- 
tion, tlie object is to keep this equine athlete “on 
edge” so long as possible — just so much exercise, 
tha'; he does not weaken or go stale, and this is

tlie nerve-racking phase of the trsiining life. A 
liorse is lieaded for a race two months away, the 
horse comes “to hand” earlier than anticipated — 
just as a human athlete will — and for one or two 
weeks it is the toss of a coin dependent on a chill, 
indigestion, fright, accident, overi'xertion, a sud- 
den change in weather, or one of the thousand and 
one things whieli govern life, equine or human. 
When in condition some horses can run a couple 
of races a week, others only one in about,- tliree 
weeks. Fillies are proverbially difficult to handle 
in training, ■whimsical as women, with us many 
moods — and as inexplicable — as those of an oper- 
atic diva. She must be liumored, petted, worked 
less tliau a colt, rested more, not annoyed or teased, 
and not raced too freiiueutly. Some horses race 
themselves into condition, others need only jogging 
and light exercise between races, and others need 
to be driven out with whiii and a stout comiietitor 
to keep them on edge. Desert Chief, the steeple- 
eliaser, raced best wlien worked on the flat, never 
cteing a fence except when racing. 

SLEEPLESS HORSE A TRAINEE’S WORRY. 

'riie nightmares of the trainer is the horse which 
will not sleep. So long as his charges eat and 
sleep, they may be handled. If one will not eat 
it is bad, but the non-sleeper turns a trainer’s 
liair prematurely gray. They move restlessly round 
and round the stall all night, until perfeetly ex- 
liausted. and tlien cannot work well. The other 
liorses are distnriieil and tliey state the fact in no 
uncertain tones. Then the walker stops a while, but 
soon commeuees again, and the stable is upset. Bricks 
are hung from the ceiling to hump his head, a 
dog, cut, or goat, or eveu a rubber fond of the 



liorse, stays in tiie stall for company, breaks the 
spell of nervousness, and the horse sleeps and 
rests. In must good stables is a clock which the 
night watchman pusses on his half hourly rounds, 
which unless wound up each half hour registers 
the omission, thus insuring so far as possible, un- 
ceasing suiiervision of the valuable charges under 
tlie trainer’s bands. 

As for resiHinsibility, few on the outside have 
an.v idea of its immensity. 'The stix-k is worth 
from $r>0,()00 to ten times that amount. Fourteen 
horses need a trainer, assistant, two jockeys, three 
eiereisc lioys and four to elglit ruiibers. Tlie 
exiR'uses will reach higher than the total of im- 
IKirtaut stakes won even by a satisfactorily success- 
ful stable. It is the one thing at which the wealthy 
man does not expect to break even. Thus the 
amount of dead loss deiiends on the trainer; rarely 
indeed is there a balance to the good. Consequently 
every time a crack is enga.ged, the trainer’s heart 
is ill ills niuutii, and every time he goes “off 
feed” he breaks into a cold sweat. The average 
trainer loses niglits and nights without sleepy just 
worrying over what he cannot control. 

He is a czar, ruling horses, lielp and jockeys, 
suiieriiitendiiig every purchase, the individual hours 
kept, and tlie work done. Tlie training stable is a 
delicately adjusted watch. Every cog and spring 
lias its vital use, must be kept clean, lubricated, 
and steadily at work without irregularity, in fric- 
t ionless harmony. Horse. bo.v and man, must tie 
com forta Illy housed and fed, keep good hours, keep 
at the top notch of health and good spirits; and 
all of this is on the slioiilders of the trainer, the 
man who stands for the unswerving honesty of 
pui'liosc found on the high-class metropoUtan turf.

DRINK AND DISEASE BEING CURBED 

Figiin's made public at Washington by the Army 
Mislical Corjis, furnish striking jiroof of the siicces.s 
with which social disease among the trocqts is be- 
ing I'lirlicd boMi lierc and in France as a result of 
clcaning-up campaigns in comm uni tics near the 
camps with the ro-ojM'ratioii of the civil authorities. 
The disease is the greatest foe of military efficiency 
in any army, hut the Vigorous campaign being 
waged against it among American trooiis has al- 
ready gone far toward keeping the army fit. 

In France, with probably 700.000 men mnblized. 
the rate reported on June 13 showed less than one 
new case i>er l.OtK) men each week. Before the war, 
the lowest rate in the regular army was double 
this. 

For more than thirty weeks expeditionary forces 
have maintained an annual nite of less than 75 iier 
1.0(¥>, or less tlian two new cases a week. In tlie 
t’nitod States the record was even better, the aver- 
age annual rate per 1,000 for that imtIihI being: 
National Guard. 70; regular anny, 98; National 
Army, 128. Medical authorities estimate the annual 
rate in the I’nitcd States for all trisips at 21 per 
l.tHK), which woii'd mean one new case p«‘r l.tKMl 
every two we<‘ks. 

“Of the total iiumlMT of cases among troops in 
this country,’’ the statement said, “five-sixths were 
iDiitracted before induction into tlie military service. 
Of tlie newly imhicteil men seven out of every 100 
have tlie disease when brouglit to camp.” 

This disease. It is stated, claimed more victims 
than any other com miiniea tile disease during the 
IH'riod from SeptemlXT to May and more men were 
withdrawan from active service on account of it 
than Is'caiise of injuries. Only about 100 men, how- 
ever, have Ihh'ii discharged physically unfit for 
military service, cures having la^u effected in the 
other eases. An Investigator sent abroad to iiispi'ct 
eonditioiis under which our Isiys in France are 
living, says: “The American soldier alinxid is a 

rejireseiitative American, who is living iiisin a moral 
plane alKive the normal plane of civilian life at 
home. 

“Our leaders in France have not conquenMl the 
vices of stK'iety, hut if the American Ex]H-ditionnry 
Force is not setting an example of moral idealism 
to eivilinii life, I have walked throiigli France with 
my eyes closed and my ears stopissl. When you see 
one soldier drniik, do not conclude that the Ameri- 
can army is drunk. When you licar of one syphilitic, 
or 1(X). do not traduce cii masse the flower of 
American iiiaiilKMid now traiis|Mirtcd to France. 
’Fhere are men anil a few officers who repre.seiit 
the old idea that the soldier Is necessarily the vic- 
tim of his passions and should be eni'oiiragtsl to 
gratify them, hut such offic«‘rs arc in a decn*asing 
ratio to tlie whole and such privates an* exceptions 
to tile rule.” 

TO PLAY KAISER’S GAME AFTER WAR 

If tlie Federal Goveriiiiieiit proves its ease against 
Dr. Edward A. Ruiuely, vus'-presUlent of the Mail 
and E.\press ('iiiiipany, Ami'rieaiis w'ill have a clear 
iiiiderstamiiiig of German plots to subsidize and 
control certain newspai«'rs. The Mail hits be«*ii 
loyal enough since we eiiten'd the war, ami it is 
now ill the hands of men whose jiatriotisni is 1111 - 
qiiest billed. 

There an* other newspapers whosi- lip service Is 
not aliove suspicion. The kaiser still has use for 



men and newspajiers in this country. While the 
war lasts they will ki>ep quiet, but when the hour 
comes to iliseiiss terms of peaee the kaisiw’s secn-t 
sen-ants will try to ennite sentiment in favor of 
easy terms for the hulls. We shall then hear mneli 
alxiut letting the German people choose their own 
form of government. 

The German iHsiple have no chance to throw off 
the yoke of antiHTiiey. It is riveteil on their necks, 
and is there to stay as long as autocracy and l*nia- 
Sian militarism survive. They are not free agents. 
Prussia 11 isni will survive this war ns it lived through 
other <•oIlflicts. Any uprising of the iMMiple would 
lx* crushed as was that of 1848. If America comes 
to the kaiser’s rescue on the plea of self-determina- 
tion for Germany whim the isHiple liave no eliauce 
to make a fr(>e choice this war will have been 
fought in vain. 

With this object in view, Germany will continue to 
siM'iid money to secure the siqqiort of newspaiien 
printed in America. Tliosi> wlio do not m>e<l money 
will receive simial favors, for the kaiser knows how 
to estimate a man’s price ami is willing to pay It. 
1‘ro-Gernians and pajiers eontroUeil by them will 
come to the front to lielp their paymaster as soon 
as they can lie of some service to him, and that 
will N> when imaee negotiations begin. Watch the 
i-nicmlile tears they will slic'd over the allegcsl hard 
terms oiir allies will seek to impose when the time 
c'onic'S. The li'opard cannot change* its spots. — New 
Y’ork ('ommercial.

GERMAN REPORT ON OUR MEN 

Two things are coiispicuuns in the offieini report 
made by Lieutenant von Berg, German intelligence 
offic'er, who examinc'il Anieric'an prisoners of war 
and whose eonelusbms have fallen into the hands 
of our army. They art* the admirable eoiiiliiet of 
oiir men undergoing questioning and the ri'spc'ct 
whieli their iiiternigator shows for them as indivi- 
duals and as sohliers. 

The* clociiiiient rc'vi'als in what it contains as well 
as in what is not in it. the discretion of American 
offic*ers and nii'ii, whose res|M>iises to ini|iiiries in 
turn rc'fb'it the highest epi'dit on the isilieies of 
tlieir general officers. It is plain that none of the 
prisoners knew more than it was nc*cessary for 
him to know of the dis|M>snl of our troops, their 
strc'ngth. the imsitions thc'.v liolil and the- plans of 
tlieir suiH'riors. 'Fhis ignorance protected their com- 
rades. What the prisoners knc'W they obviously eoii- 
eeali'd c'ffeetively. Thc'ip answers caused the ex- 
amiiic'r lo record thc-ir lack of knowledge, and lack 
of knowledge' is a highly desirable attribute to a 
military prisoner. 

Of tin' men as indiridiials. Von Bc'rg sa.'fs “the 
prisoners in gem-ral make an alert and pleasing 
aiqM'icranc'e,” and of them as soldiers he writes, 
“the sc'conci Aiiierieaii division may !»■ class! fbsl 
as a gcMid division, ix-rhaps evc-n as assault troops,’’ 
and thc'y “at present lac-k only necessary training 
to make llieni rc'doiihtahlc' opiMineiits.” A British 
or a Frc'iieh officer could scarec'ly have sabl mope. 

I'lie gc'iic'sis of this cIcM-iiiiieiit, its c'cmficic'ntiiil 
nature and the neec'ssit.v its author was under of 
learning and rc'portiiig only the triilli, give it u 
IK'cnliar authority. It is iiiifcirtiinate that any of 
our men wc-re eaptiired. hut as this had to lie, it 
is gratifying to know tliiit their dc'inc'aniir in mis- 
fortune was all that the most patriotic Aiuerieun, 
in khaki or out of it, could hope. — New York Sun.
